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HERO OF FIGHT ON 
YELLOW FEVER IN 
CUBA IS REWARDED 


Soldier Who Volunteered for 
Infection by Mosquito Bites 
to Get $100 Monthly. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Clyde 
L. West, who volunteered to submit 
to the bites of infected mosquitoes 
during the study of yéllow fever in 
Cuba in 1900 and was stricken with 
the disease, has been rewarded _by 
the Government for his heroism in 
the campaign to exterminate the 
scourge. 

The War Department announced 
that Congress had ordered that 
West be paid $100 monthly for the 
balance of his life “in special rec- 
ognition of the eminent service he 
rendered, the suffering endured and 
the permanent disabilities con- 


| tracted by him in the interest of 
1: humanity and science.” 


At Columbia Barracks, Cuba, the 
Studies of the late Major Walter 
Reed proved that the disease is 
‘transmitted by infected mosquitoes. 
He called for volunteers to aid his 
researches. West, a private, vol- 
unteered twice. The first inocula- 
tion did not produce the fevers and 
he submitted again, developed the 
disease and has suffered physical 
disabilities as a result. 

West, who enlisted in 1899 at 
Toledo, O., has been employed as a 
watchman by the office of Public 
Parks and Buildings here.

MUNCIE, Ind., July 28.—George 


R. Dale, Muncie editor, who has

JOHN RUSSELL 
SUN WINS CLAIM 
AS HEIR 10 TITLE 


Held by 
London Judge to Be Le- 
gaily in Line as Succes- 
sor to Baron Ampthill. 


ONDON, July 28.—Master Geof- 
frey Russell, whose five years of 
life have been an almost continu- 


ous round of divorce courts and 
highly technical litigation, today 
was pronounced the, legitimate son 
of the Hon. John Hugo Russell and 
the legal successor to the title 
Baron Ampthill, now held by his 
paternal grandfather. 

The decision, by Justice Swift in 
the divorce division of the slaw 
courts, was angther victory for 
Master Geoffrey’s mother, Christa- 
bel Russell, who for four years has 
pitted her wit and defermination 
against a wealthy and titled fam- 
ily. 

Two years ago she defeated her 
husband’s suit for divorce at a 
hearing in the House of Lords— 
England’s highest court. Now she 
has woh again with a petition on 
her child’s behalf for a declaration 
of legitimacy and succession. 

Know as “Dream Baby.” 

During the years of divorce liti- 
gation Geoffrey became popularly 
known as “the dream baby’”’ be- 
cause he was born, according to 
the declaration 6f both parents, 
without knowledge that they had 
maintained the*marriage relation. 

The Russells married in October, 
1918, when the son and heir of 
Lord Ampthill was 21 years old, 
and an officer in the submarine 

rvice. They agreed, at the time 
of their marriage, that there 
should be no children of the union 
because the bride wished it so. 

The baby was born in October 
of 1921 and nine months later was 
produced, for the first time, in the 
London Divorce Court as an ex- 
hibit. Russell denied the baby’s 
paternity and Mrs. Russell ad- 
vanced the theory that her hus- 
band might have walked in his 
sleep. 

The unusual situation brought 
forth a mass of profession evi- 
dence and technical discussion. The 
husband, whq wanted a divorce, 
denied he ever ‘walked in his sleep. 
Physicians were introduced who 
said a man was incompetent to tell 
whether or not he walked in his 
sleep, and other physicians said he 
could. 

Russell sought to find a father

NEW YORK, July 28—Cleveland 
H. Dodge, financier and philan- 
thropist, close friend and chief 
backer of President Woodrow Wll- 
son in his two campaigns, gave 
away to charitable causes during 
his life, at least twice the fortune 


he left, his intimate associates said 
when Mr. Dodge’s will was filed 
in the Surogate’s Court of Bronx 
County. 

Despite his generosity, it is esti- 
mated Mr. Dodge died worth $20,- 
000,000... The bulk of this is be- 
queather to his widow, two sons and 
two daughters. Minor bequests 
benefit friends and employes, If 
these estimates are correct, he gave 
away $40,000,000 during his life. 

There is no provision for char- 
ity. Explanation of this is found 
in the will itself, one paragraph 
of which reads: 

“Following the example of my 
“dear father and believing it wiser 
to give liberally during my life, I 
religious and charitable objecta, I 
make no bequests of that charac- 
ter, knowing the hearty sympathy 
of my dear wife and children in 
such objects and feeling sure that 
they will use the property intrusted 
to them liberally for humane and 
ppaemens objects, 

Contributions as Lawful Debts. 

“As I have made a number of 
subscriptions to such purposes dur- 
ing my life, I authorize and direct 
my executors to pay any subscrip- 
tions or amounts which I have 
agreed to pay for charitable, phil- 
anthropic, religious or other pur- 
poses, in accordance with my prom- 
ise or subscription, and that the 
same shall be considered as lawful 
debts payable out of my residuary 
estate.”’ 

The will, written in long-hand, 
was signed Jan. 26,1926. Mr. Dodge 
died June 25, last, at his home in 
Riverdale from pneumonia. He ‘was 
vice president of the Phelps Dodge 
Corporation and a director or 
trustees of half a dozen other or- 
ganizations, but probably was bet- 
ter known as a philanthropist. 

His activities in this field were 
centered chiefly in the Near East 
Relief, which he served as treasur- 
er nine years, the Red Cross and 
the Y. M.C. A. He not only gave 
freely of his own wealth but pos- 
sessed the ability of getting others 
to give, a trait which was disclosed 
to best advantage when he headed 
‘the great Red Crass campaign of 
1917 and led the United War work 
drive, which netted more than $17,- 
000,000.

CONTRACTS LET FOR 
FIRST ARC-WELDED 
STEEL BUILDINGS 


East Pittsburg to Have First 
Structure of Kind in World 
Without Rivets. 


By the Associated Press., ; 

PITTSBURG, July 28.—The arc- 
welder with his grotesque hood will 
supplant the noisy riveter in the. 
erection of two steel buildings for 
the Westinghouse Hlectric & Manu- 
facturing Co. 

Awarding of contracts for two 
arc-welded steel buildings at the 
company’s East Pittsburg and 
Sharon plants was announced today 
by W. 8S. Rugg, vice president of 
the company, before representa- 
tives of various steel concerns and 
technical yen 78 who had been 
invited to witness tests of arc- 
welded steel joints and columns at 
the Carnegie Institute of Technol- 
ogy. The experts were told the 
Sharon Building, a five story mill 
type structure, would be the first 
in which practical application 
would be made of arc-welding in 
the building of multiple-storied 
structures and the first building in 
the world with all joints designed 
for arc-welding. 

The East Pittsburg building, a 
one-story laboratory, will be made 
partly of scrap roof trusses, a feat 
declared economically unfeasible 
heretofore.

CHICAGO, July 28.—Testimony 
that Senator William B. McKin- 
ley’s unsuccessful campaign for re- 
nomination in the recent Illinois 
primary cost him personally $350,- 
000 was given before the Reed 
campaign fund investigating com- 
mittee of the Senate yesterday by 
Harry I. Green, personal attorney 
for the Senator. This compares 
with the $253,000 which Allen F. 
Moore has testified was the total 
expended on behalf of Frank L, 
Smith, who defeated McKinley. 
Counting the $20,000 which George 
E. Brennan, Democratic National 
Committeeman,. spent to win the 
Democratic nomination, the total 
expenditure, as developed thus far, 
is $623,000. 

This is exclusive of $129,894.63 
which Roy O. West, secretary of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, testified yesterday was spent 
in Cook County by the Deneen fac- 
tion of the Republican party, which 
supported McKinley. 

West disclosed another $10,000 
contribution by Samuel Insull, util- 
ity magnate, this one to the Deneen 
group, and he openly cherged that 
the Crowe-Barrett Republicans in 
Cook County and Brennan had a 
working agreement to support 
some Republicans and some Demo- 
crats for county offices. 


Gunmen Used, West Charges. 


Charging also the use of thugs 
and gunmen by some of the fac- 
tions in Cook County primaries and 
elections, West told, the investiga- 
tors that his group before the last 
primary appealed to the Federal 
Governmem for special deputy 
United: States Marshals to protect 
their workers and friends at the 
polls. 

Green said that he and McKin- 
ley at first counted on an outlay of 
$60,000 but that this sum was soon 
exhausted and McKinley placed at 
his disposal in cash or securities 
an aggregate of $600,000. Green, 
an Urbana attorney, declared that 
McKinley left to his judgment what 
experditures were to be made.

QUEBEC, July 27.—After five 


years of successful operation, the 
Quebec Liquor Commission, with 
absolute control over the drinking 
habits of the people of Canada’s 
principal wet area, reports a sub- 
stantial balance on the credit side 
of the ledger. Its claims are moral 
and social, as well as fiscal. With 
an area nearly 14 times the size of 
New York State and a population 
of 2,500,000, it points to figures 
which indicate less drunkenness 
and less crime per capita than its 
dry and somewhat reproving sister 
province—Ontario. 

Quebec’s system of control, which 
has been advocated for America by 
Senator James W. Wadsworth and 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, is pro- 
vincially . enforced, so far as the 
commission is concerned, by a 
handful of 80 inspectors. The cost 


is something like $350,000 a year. 

Meanwhile, the official pocket- 
book of the Treasury bulges with 
profits which are diverted to such 
Government uses as education, 
highways and public works. The 
fiscal figures speak for themselves. 

Sales of $72,000,000. 

From. 1921 to 1925 the commis- 
sion’s sales amounted to more than 
$72,000,000. divided as follows:

1923-" 18.800.000 
1934-95 17.887.000

More than 35 per cent of this 
amount, or $26,000,000, has been 
paid in taxes to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. About $17,500,000 has 
gone directly to the Quebec Gov- 
ernment and a reserve of $2,000,- 
000 has been set up. 

Quebec is by no means all wet. 
Two counties—Brome and Compton 
—are still under'the Canada tem- 
perance act, a Federal measure. 
The population in this area is Brit- 
ish rather than French. More than 
a.dozen counties are still entirely 
dry by local option, with perhaps 
a single wet town in their area, as 
in the case of Riviere du Loup. 
Altogether there are 1070 munici- 
palities in the province where no 
alcoholic beevrakes may be _ sold, 
except in single bottles sent by 
mail. There are only 267 munici- 
palities which permit the sale of 
alcoholics. 

Archbishop Praises System. 

The area around Quebec is dis- 
tinctly dry in sentiment, although 
the city itself is wet. Montreal and 
its environs are overwhelmingly 
wet. Priests at times preach pro- 
hibition from the pulpits of old- 
world Quebec. But this would be 
unthinkable in Montreal where the 
clergy believe wholeheartedly in 
the prevailing system of control. 
Only the other day the Most Rev. 
Dr. George Gauthier, Archbishop of 
Montreal, characterized the Quebec 
liquor laws as the best in the world. 
Their efficacy was such, he said, 
that the morals and standards of 
the young people were not being 
impaired in Quebec as in other 
places. , 

Liquor control in Quebec is re- 
garded by the French-Canadian as 
a benignant and paternal compro- 
mise between the wide-open saloon 
of pre-war days and the inflexibil- 
ity of the temperance act. The 
Liquor Commission—to quote tis 
own premises—set out on the as- 
sumption that “the best means of 
effectively controlling the consump- 
tion of alcoholic liquors is not to 
deprive citizens entirely of such 
liquor, “but by means of discipli- 
nary measures exercised in a rea- 
sonable manner, gradually to lead 
them toward the use of less ardent 
dquors at less cost.” 

The machinery works with re- 
markable ease. The native rarely 
‘ives the matter a second thought. 
The drunken man is pointed out as 
2. tourist—and indubitably an 
American. The hip flask is non- 
existent, except for the American 
who wants to smuggle liquor across 
the border. The schoolgirl and 
schoolboy drinking party is ur-/ 
heard of. Young girls do not drink 
except for the occasional cocktail 
or glass of@wine in their homes or 
at parties. It is still considered 
shocking for a woman to reach the 
point of intoxication—uniless she is 
one of the tourists, and then it |s 
merely amusing. 

This does not mean that there 
are no signs of drunkenness. At 
this time of year, with one Amer'i- 
can convention following another 
in rapid succession in Mo treal and 
Quebec, and the summer tourist 
trade sweeping through the prov- 
ince. there is no lack of visible con- 
viviality in the hotels, cabarets and 
even on the streets. To the resi- 
dents of Quebec this ts irrefutable 
évidence of the superiority of the

Tavern System. 

It is almost impossible to find 
anyone in the province who favors 
the saloon. Sentiment is definitely 
against it. The tavern, a modified 
saloon minuS-bar and brass rail, 
Staisfies the working man. He gets 
his beer at a reasonable price and 
convenient hours. The farmer gets 
his bottle of spiirts or wine by 
mail from a warehouse or he calls 
On market day at the nearest liquor 
commission shop where he can pur- 
chase all the wine he wants. 


*The French-Canadian is a frugal 

soul, not given to treating or riot- 
ous drinking. Give him his regu- 
lar supply of vin ordinaire and he 
is happy. It fs cheap. To him it 
is one of the necessaries of life. It 
is guaranteed by the liquor commis- 
sion. Therefore he knows that it 
is good. When he thinks of prohi- 
bition at all it is as a strange regu- 
lation that brings thousands of 
tourists streaming into Quebec 
with money to spend*and a thirst 
to quench. 


The Quebec system, which went 
into force on March 1, 192i, after 
a wartime period of prohibition, 
provided for the creation of the 
liquor commission to import, trans- 
port and sell alcoholic liquor, to 
grant permits to hotels, restaur- 
ants, taverns, shops and clubs for 
the sale of wine and beer, to regu- 
late these establishments and to 
prosecute offenders, It has points 
in common with the highly suc- 
cessful Brath system of Sweden. 

Five commissioners appointed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil for an indefinite term preside 
over the destinies of the liquor 
suply. Their work is divided into 
two areas—Quebec and Montreal. 
The problems presented in each 
instance are slightly different, 
since the Quebec area is essentially 
dry and the Montreal area conclu- 
sively wet. 

L. B. Cordeau heads the com- 
mission with central offices in 
Montreal. His salary it $14,000 a 
year and he is required to devote 
all his time to this work. Dr. E. 
Merrill-Dessaulniers and William 
C. Hodgson are the other commis- 
sieners stationed in the Montreal 
area. Judge H. G. Carroll. vice 
president of the commission, has 
offices in Quebec, assisted by Na- 
poleon Drouin.

The liquor shops are open be- 
tween 9 a. m. and 6 Pp. Mm. every 
day, except on Saturday, when in 
Some cases they close at 1 and in 
others at 5 o'clock. Technically 
only one bottle of Spirits can be 
bought in a day, although no re- 


striction is placed on the sale of 
wines. 


There is no spot in the Province 
of Quebet where hard liquor may 
be legally bought by the glass and 
drunk on the spot. This is one of 
the salient features of the system 
And despite bling Pigs and estab- 
lishments operating without ii- 
cense, the rule is rigidly observed 
in the hotels and al} the recog- 
nized places where drinks are 
served. 


Bre regulations covering light 
nes and beer are more elastic. 
Wine is sold virtually without re- 
striction in the shops operated by 
the Liquor Commission. A case 
may be had for the asking. In 
addition, several hotels and restau- 
rants are licensed to sell wine to 
their guésts at meal time. Beer 
may be brewed in the province or 
imported under license. Brewers 
are allowed to sell to grocery 
stores, hotels, restaurants. taverns 
and clubs licensed by the commis- 
sion for’ the retail sale of beer. 

A city restaurant pays $300 for 
its annual permit to sell beer and 
light wines at meal time. A city 
hotel pays $200 to serve wines in 
ft« dining room. The permit for 
this privilege in a small-town ho- 
tel costs $100 and in a village hotel 
$50. Taverns in Montreal or Que- 
bec are required to pay $500 for 
selling privileges if their rent is 
$500 or less, ranging up to $1506 
if the annual rental is $25,000 or 
more. A permit for a dining car 
ts $100, for a club $10, and for a 
banquet, $10. 

The regulations have been drawn 
up with a view to increasing «he 
consumption of wines and beer and 
checking the use of spirits. The 
Liquor Commission points proudly 
to statistics which show that this 
is actually the present trend. The 
Fed Government has helped by 
im ng high taxes on liquor.

627, was willed to seven nieces and 
nephews.

In its petition, the Kingshighway 
Presbyterian Church states that it 
accepted the Culver Memorial 


ve? family would endow it perma- 
nently, and that Mrs. Culver did 
contribtite $5000 to $7000 a year 
toward its upkeep until 1921, when 
she stopped payments. 

It is stated further that Mrs. 
Culver made four wills, the first 
three willing the residue of her es- 
tate to the church to maintain the 
memorial building. In the last 
will, the one that was probated, 
dated Aug. 21, 1924, she left the 
residue to the nieces and nephews 
instead of the church. The residue 
is approximately $500,000. 

The Memorial Building contains 
various recreational facilities, in- 
cluding clubrooms and gymnasium. 
According to the petition, it has at- 
tracted “many young people and 
older people who are either not 
able to eontribute or not disposed 
to contribute liberally to the sup- 
| port of the church, and the church 

is in danger of being ultimately 
| compelled to sell or dispose of the 
Memorial Building and abandon the 
work therein which Mrs. Culver so 
wisely established, unless sufficient 
endowment funds can be obtained.”

BORAH SAYS NEW YORK 6. 0, P. 
IS AFRAID OF AL SMITH 


In Constant State of Fright Lest 
They See His Shadow, Idaho 
Senator Asserts. 

By the Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Re- 
publican leaders in New York State 
were rebuked last night by Senator 
Borah (Rep.) of Idaho, who said 
in a statement that they were at- 
tempting to sidestep the prohibition 
question and were afraid of “Al 
Smith’s shadow.” 


“They are in a constant state of 
fright,” he said. “If Al Smith would 
retire from politics and invent some 
way of convincing them that he 
would retire, we would likely have 
a wholly different program. 

“Every move made is made in a 
state of fright from Al Smith's 
shadow. They dare not get into the 
sunlight lest they see his shadow: 
they dare not even walk in the 
moonlight lest they be pursued by 
his shadow. Hence they keep in 
the dusk of every question. 

“They were afraid to declare for 
a repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment as it would lose them the dry 
vote. They were afraid to declare 
for its enforcement lest it would 
lose them the wet vote, so they 
started out to do two things, first 
to have a referendum that could 
be construed in a dozen different 
ways on the stump and a candidate 
for Governor who had no views 
on the prohibition question, never 
had had and never could have. 

“The Republican party was or- 
ganized to stand for the Federal 
Constitution against this plea of 
discretion to its enforcement in the 
different states.”’

MEXICO CITY, July 28.—The 


Government today issued orders re- 
fusing permission to Catholic | 
priests when they cease to function 
at midnight Saturday to turn over 
their churches to committees of 
Catholic laymen appointed by them 
for each church. Instead, the 
Government has ordered the 
churches- placed in charge of com- 


mittees appointed by the Mayor of 
the town in which they are situat- 
ed. 


The Government’s determination 
to persevere in its announced pol- 
icy of putting into effect the new 
religious regulations is further in- 
dicated by a letter Attorney-Gen- 
eral Ortega has sent all prosecut- 
ing attorneys and agents of the De- 
partment of Justice. The letter re- 
quests an immediate, specific and 
frank statement as to whether the 
attorneys and agents unreservedly 
support and sympathize with the 
Gevernment’s religious policy. This 
is construed to mean that any per- 
son not heartily in accord with the 
Government will be discharged 
from the service. ; 

State to Handle Church Property. 

The Department of the Interior 
has sent the following letter to the 
Governors of all states: 

“The Executive is acquainted 
with the fact that the Catholic cler- 
gy is in a rebellious impulse and 
as a demonstration of their desire 
to disobey the Constitution 
have ordered a suspension of re- 
ligious service after July 31, when 
the new religious regulations be- 
come effective. 

‘‘As the Executive considers this 
new move of the clergy. against the 
Constitution tends to excite public 
opinion and to provoke disorders 
against the public peace, I urge 
you to,adopt the necessary meas- 
ures fér enforcement of the law 
without exception. 

“Also notify the municipal au- 
thorities of your jurisdiction that 
as soon as they are aware of a 
priest who intends to abandon his 
church to demand of him the deliv- 
ery of the building with a careful 
inventory. 

‘Municipal authorities must turn 
over the church to a committee of 
10 citizens to be appointed by the 
Mayor. In no case will municipal 
authorities allow church buildings 
to be handed over to committees 
appointed by the priests them- 
selves. 

“Please urge municipal authori- 
ties to see that this is enforced. 
Notify the department of all cita- 
tions of violators.” ™
